1. They theſaid Lords and Commons doe Declare, That whoſoever ſhall 
bring in any proportion of ready Money, or Plate, or ſhall underwrite ro fur- 
niſh and maintain any number of Horſe; Horſemen, and Arms. for the pre- 
ſeryayion- ofthe publike Peace,and for the defence of the King.and both Hou- 
ſes of Parliament from force and violence, and to.uphold the jPowec and Pri- 
viledges. of Parliament, according to his Proteſtation, i ſhall be held a good 
and. a ble ſervice. to the, Common-wealth, and a teſtimony of his good 
affeRion to the Proteſtant Religion, the Laws, Liberrics, and Peace of this 
Kitigdom, and to the Parliament, and Priviledges thercof. 

And: becauſe a conſiderable ayd cannot be raiſed by fer hands, and the 
condition of all menscſtates and occaſions, is not alwayes proportionable to 
their AﬀeRion ; The Lords and Commons doe Declare That no mans. Aﬀe- 
Rion. ſhall be meaſured according to the proportion of his. offer, ſo that he 
exprefſe his good will "ro this ſervice in any proportion whatloever. 

'- 2-\ And it is further Declared by the Lords and Commons in Parliament 
That whoſoever ſhall bring in-any Money oc Plate, or ſhall furniſh and 
maintain any Horſe, Horſemen, and Arms for the purpoſes aforeſaid, ſhall 
haverheirMoney re-paidwith the Interelt,according to Eight pounds per cer. 
and the full value of their Plate, with conſideration for 'the faſhion, not ex- 
ceeding -one. ſhilling per ounce, and ſhall have full recompence for all their 
charge, in finding, Grin, and maintaining of Horſe, Horſemen, and 
Arms ;' and for this both Houſes of Parliament do ingage the publike Faith, 

+3.And ir is Ordained, That Sir lohnWallaſton,Knight and Aldermin Alder- 

- man'Tovſe, Alderman Warner, and Alderman ;49drews, ſhall be the Treaſu- 
rers to receive all ſuch Money, and Place, as ſha!l be brought in for purpoles 
aforefaid. And that the Aequittances of them,or any two of them, for the Re- 
ceir of the fame ſhall be a a ſufficient ground for the Party fo lendin g Money 
or Plate; to demand the fame again with the Interef, and likeyiſe confider-

they have maintained them in-this ſervice ; And the Commiſſaries are to at- 
tend at Gmil/dhall, for the receiving and inrolling of ſuch numbers of Horſe as 
ſhall be brought in. | 
5- Ic is Ordered, That whoſoever (hall bring in Money, or Plate, or ſhall 
vide. and maintain Horſe, Horſemen, and Arms for this ſervice, ſhall do 
according'to their duty therein. And the Lords and Commons doe ingaoe the 
Power and Authoririe of Pacliament, to fave them harmleſſe from all preju- 
dice and inconvenience that may befall them by occaſion thereof, 
| 6. Ir is Ordered, That the Members of either Houſe who are preſent,ſhall 
be deſired to Declare in their -Houles reſpeRively, what Money, or Plate they 
will bring in, or what Horſe, Horſemen, and Arms they will tinde aud main- 
tain, "II. (hc. | 
7. It is defired, That all ſich as have their refidence in or about Leader, 
or within go miles, will bring in their Money, Plate, or Horle, within a fort- 
night after notice; and they thar ducell farther off, within three weeks, 
8. And becauſe every Perſon may not be provided withipreſent Money, 
"or with Horſe,” or not Lav his Plate with him, which he-means to bring m, 
and yet reſolves to contribute his part within the time limited, and that it is 
neceſſary it ſhould be preſently known, what the proviſi»n will be, for the 
effe&ting of this great and important {ervice; It is Ordered, Thatthe Com- 
mirtees of cither Houſe, appointed for that purpole relpeRively, ſhall receive 
'the ſubſcriptions of fiich Members of cach Houſe, as have not declared them- 
ſelves in the Houſe, or are abſent upon the publike ſervice, or for their private 
eccafions. 2. That the Committee of London intruſted with the XLliria, ſhall

But what 
is that power ? Is it any other, but in exprefſe rermesto fuopreſſe R-bullion, 
Infurreon,andforrainc :nvaſion ? And who are thoſe perſons? are they 
not ſach as were nominated by the great Counſel] of the Kingdome, and at- 
ſented to by his Majelty, And igitzogfgriath power to trult thoſe perſors 
withthe ſuppreſſion of Rebellion, InſurreRion, and forraine Invaſion ? ſure- 
ly the moſt wicked of them that adviſcd His MajzRty to this Anſwer cannot 
ſuggeſt, but that it 1s neccflary for the fafery of His Majeſtics Royall P-rſon, 
and the peace of the Kingdome, ſuch a power ſhould be put in ſome hands. 
And there 1s no pretence of exception tothe perſons. His Majefly for the - 
ſpace of aboye fiftcene yeares together, thought not a power farre exce:Ging 
this.to be too great to' intrult particular perſons with, to whoſe will the 
Lives and Liberties of His Pcople by Martiall Lawcs were made 
ſubjed, for {uch was-.the power given to-Lord Lieytcenants, and De- 
putic Lievtenants in every Countie of this Kingdome, and that without 
the conſent of His people, or authority of Law. 
But now in caſe of extreame neceſſity, upon the adyice of both Houles of 
Parliamenr for nolonger ſpace then two yeares, 1leſſer power,and that for the 
fafery of King and people, is thought too great to truſt particular perſons with 
though named by both Houſes of Parliament and approved of by his Ma- 
ſy himſeclfe.
